{To the Editor, ‘Hongkong 
Teloyraph.) 


Sir,—It {s to be regretted that 
there seems ‘to exist, at the present 
moment, many misinformed news 
tnd rumours with regard to the 
recent ‘ outbreak of ‘Shanghai 
afaira, I am, hereby, going to 
bring the following facts to your 
knowledge. % 

1. On the 21st. Jnnuary, the 
Tapaneso Consul General at Shang- 
hai lodged a protest with the Mayor 
dt Greater ‘Shanghai,’ demanding 
their strict restriction over un- 
lawful actions against Japan and 
the Japanese subjects, To this 
demand, the Chinese authoritics 
dld not only show’ any sincere at- 
titude and would put off their re- 
ply without any valid reason, but. 
in the menntime, they concentrated 
thelr troops to the vicinity of 
Shanghai to be a great mennee to. 
the Japanese population there. 


z. Alt the forefgners in Shang- 
hai would ndmit that the demand 
made by the Japanese Consul 
General was right and adequate. 
On the 26th January, the Shanghat 
Municipal Council held a  Con- 
ference of foreign members, ex- 
cepting the Japanese and Chincae, 
and, on its own Initiative, decided 
unanimously to close down the 
Chinese Daily News and 
the Headquarters of Anti- 
Jopanese Assoctation, and on the 
26th, they took the stepa to close 
(he Daily News, Asa te the Anti 
Atpanese Association, they showed 
their willingness: to support — the 
Jupanese in the event of their raid- 
inw the Headquarters of the Asso. 
elation, 

3. The Japanese authorities in- 
formed the Shanghat Municipal 
Council of their necessary -mea- 
sures in connexion with the clos- 
ing of. the Antl-Japnnese Aassocin- 
tlon, and the Japanese Navy made 
a previous arrangement on this 
matter with the Shanghai Munici- 
pal Council Police. On the 27th, 
the Japanese Consul General noti- 
fied the Consuls General of Grent 
Britain, United States of America 
and France, respectively, of this 
decision. ’
